The Interchurch World Movement of North America has asked 
our Board to present a tentative Survey of what will be the needs 
of our present work and our proposed work on an increased basis, 
so as to help create the larger Protestant Budget for the Movement 
to present to the Country at. large. 

Our Board must create such a Budget in our Survey as could 
be verified and justified by our own Brotherhood of the Disciples 
of Christ. 

I an, presenting this Budget in total and not Individual 
oases, to the interchurch World Movement office not later than 

Dec. 1st. 

I am writing to each church which we propose to help through 
the interchurch World Movement by gifts and loans. Ridgewood 
Heights is inoluded in our Survey* We have estimated the cost of 
your new building at 580,000 of which our Board will give, out of 
the Interohurch -ifeney$60,000 and make a loan 'of $20,000. 


I am asking you to present this to your Official Board 
at once and endorse what our Board has done in your individual 
case. 

As we have fixed out the Budget, there is a total in gifts 
of $1,290,000 and loans aggregating $781,500. Therw evidently 
will be others to add- later on. You can see that our Budget 
which we will present to the Interohurch World Movement will amount 
to over $2,000,000. This ^oes not include the regular loans which 
we are making out of the present permanent Fund of $1,600,000 
which we now have. The above $2,000,000 includes only these special 
cases scattered throughout the cities of the United States and we 
have tried to be fair with every church. 

If you have any modifications bo suggest in your case, 
please be prompt in writing me after your official poard meeting 
because our total Budget must go to New York not later than the 26th. 

You understand this is what the Board is thinking of doing 
provided the Interohuroh World Movements succeeds.

Dear Kirby 

I certainly appreciated that good letter of 
yours received about a week ago# Sonetabw or other 
it revived very vivid imagery in my mind that had a 
strong feeling tone. By this I mean it got very 
close to me. I took the liberty in writing Miss 
Ware yesterday of quoting two or three sentences 
from it. I reciprocate your feelings with reference 
to the conditions and outlook of the brotherhood. I 
am ready to think that there is no .Longer use in try¬ 
ing to reconcile irreconcilubles. It is probable 
that the convention a year hence will bring matters 
to a crisis. 

I cannot tell you in words how greatly I 
appreciate your spirit and that of the group rela¬ 
tive to your asking of me that I should become your 
faculty friend and advisor- I count that the most 
significant recognition that I have gained throughout 
the years of my stay at Drake - I reciprocate that 
spirit and unworthy though I be yet I readily accept 
the privilege in th spirit in which it was granted. 
Increasingly I value friendship. Doubtless you re¬ 
member, at lea*st have been exposed to, some of my 
homilies on that subject. In view however of the 
somewhat uncertain seas on which I have been sailing 
the last five years or so such appreciation as your 
letter contained fortifies one in spirit and makes 
the program infinitely worth wMle. VTith you" it 
is my conviction that many of them are destined to 
render conspicuous service in their day". Everyone 
of those boys will make a positive contribution. 
Either to have been or to be a help to such a group 
is a great joy. 

In the letter from Gratton two months ago I 
gathered that you contemplated the preparation of 
two papers a year. My thought is that that would be 
too much to expect of either preachers or students. 

I believe it would be better for each man to prepare 
one paper as a result of his having devoted himself 
to a somewhat exhaustive study of one topic of cur¬ 
rent interest for the year. Indeed it might be well 
for the whole club to devote itself to the same 
topic or field of study for the year. This might 
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lend a little more zest and stimulus to the study 
did each know that all the rest were studying and 
writing on the same topic. ■ For the current year 
some topic such as "The Social Aspect of Religion" 
would be of current interest. I am sure that a 
series of topics all current would be found by a 
canvas of the Biblical World, the Hibbert Journal, 

The American Journal of Theology, or such magazines. 
Another current topic that would certainly be current 
would be "Religion as a Practical,Jocial,Moral,Pro¬ 
gram'll What I mean is that the coming years will wit¬ 
ness the practical, ethical, social emphasis such as 
the past has not known- Then too"Brains and Religion" 
or some such subject would be opportune* I believe 
that the peace Conference at Versailles represented 
the world's brains. What I am trying to say is that 
out of the chaos of war nothing less th?m the world's 
best brains could find a way. Yesterday morning I 
heard in assembly Evangelist Violette say that what 
the world needed was neither science or philosophy 
but trust in God, I wonder if he meant brains or was 
he indulgingin a vague phrase. Perhaps religion may 
be compelled to define in terms of clear thinking 
those familiar phrases for tomorrow. Or may it not 
be that trust in Cod is not wholly other than the 
devotion of man's best thought to the social pro¬ 
blems of the age* I am confident that vital reli¬ 
gion, religion that will command the respect of men 
will at least include such element. 

I do feel that such organization will prove 
of great value to the boys. I know somewhat of the 
value of such fellowship through our Campbell Insti¬ 
tute . Of course you boys would all be eligible to 
its membership in one form or other if you cared. 

But I presume you would prefer this smaller group 
all of whose members are already intimately known 
to each . Of course too a certain stigma attaches 
to the older organization from which your voluntary 
association would be altogether free. A valuable 
feature too of the club would be either an annual 
letter or the fellowship of the group at the annual 
convention. I am sure that the organization will be 
of incalhqble help to all. 

i am personally greatly delighted with your 
own program. I rejoice with you in the prospect of 
a j&hree year course at Columbia and Unior* •These are 
great schools to my thinking. I have some appreciation 
of the joy that you and Gratton and the others experi¬ 
ence together there, llfy love to the Grattons and sympathy 
in the loss of their first-born.I shall drop them a line 
early in the week. Let me tell you again that Jiour good 
letter got under my ribs.Thank you.Love to you,Mrs.K«and 
the two little Pages neither of whom I have seen.I should 
certainly like to see you all.

Ky dear Hr. huekley: 

let me thank yon neat heartily for your important 
letter of November 14th* It ooataine good neve Indeed. 

Sinoe receiving your letter, ve have spent much 
time in going ovot in detail Just what ve actually need 
in order to enable ue to eerve this eemmunity to the 
wort'nr Herewith ie attached a detailed estimate of the 

ooet of building and furnlahing the proposed eoraminity 
house in Ridgewood Haights. 

You vi11 notloe that the estimated ooet of the 

building, including heat, light, glaea. paint, and architect*e 
fee. la 675,680.00, and that the estimated ooet of equipment 
sad furnishings is an additional 613.860.00, making a total 
ef 689,600.00. We have tried in vain to reduce this estimate 
to the $80,000 vhioh you euggeiited as the probable cost of 
the building. 1 think you will discover from a close 
analysis of our detailed figuuas that ve have not been 
extravagant in thin estimate. 

Me strongly recommend the purchase of the adjoin* 
ing lot. which le 25 by 90 feet, and the tvo family frame 
house, vhioh la in good condition, fey 66,600*00. Our 
present lot le 60 by 90 foot. You vill recall that your 
Board at one tigse authorised ue to purchase this adjoining 
property. At that time ve did not eee where ve/ were going 
to get enough money to complete the proposed building and 
ve suggested that in vlev of this fact tho adjoining property 
bo not purohased. It io a fact, however, that the pro* 
posed building ie relatively a email one, end it is my 
opinion that it vill be ueed to capacity within two years 
of ita completion. Tho adjoining property vould enable aa to 
expand. It is a good investment as it would furnish a 
parsonage for the pastor and also for the Director ef 
Activities, since it ia a tvo family house. 

If the adjoining property ie purchased it will 
bring the total cost up to 696,000.09^ we vould like to 
reooamead that the Board of WUIttik Intension, out of money 
secured in the interchurch torld Movement campaign, give 
676,000.00 and loan $20,000.00. We make this recommendation 
for the following reeaone! 

(1) A debt of $20,000 Is a very heavy one for a 
church of the else and means of this one. It vill 
require sustained effort and real sacrificial giving to 
take eare of thin debt. A larger debt would seriously 
eripple the effect Irenesa ef our work. 

(2) We are now attempting to raise the 61,800 balance 
due your Board on our present let. 

(3) Within a few years, possibly as early aa 1922 
er 1923, it will in ell probability be necessary to erect 
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aft addition to tha proposed building, including a rw limning 
pool, larger recreational feature®, ete. The oost of 
thie annex will hare to cone from the people of thie 
eoanunl tjr. 

(4J We are eager to attain eolf support at the 
earliest possible moment. Even with the assistance of 
the American Christian Vissionary Society, it la going 
to be necessary for us to raise a Tory largo eurront 
expense budget during the flret year or two after wo occupy 
the new building. Within a few years wo shall be compelled 
to raise a local current expense budget of f6,000 or ^7,000 
a year, when you remember that this is a working man*• 
community, yon will realise the seriousness of the financial 
task ahead of Ue. 

(ft) To put on special campaign to raloe funds for the 
organ or other items of equipment would seriously cripple ua 
in providing our regular current expense budget and the 
■oeting of the payments on the building fund. 

Ws understand clearly that what you propose to do 
is contingent upon the success of the Intsrohurch ^orld 
loYement campaign, on the basis of your loan of $20,000 
and gift of $20,000, we are negotiating with the contractor 
and hope to proceed with the erection of the basement and 
roar rooms, with the expectation of completing the building 
from the interchurch funds. With the serious possibility 
of having other nsw churches crowd in upon us, there are 
enormous advantages in bsginnlng the erection of the basement 
this fall. 


With the proposed building and equipment 1 am 
<juite sure that we shall be able to make a marked Impression 
on the moral and religious life of this whole community. 

This work bulks larger in my mind every time 1 think about 
it. The possibilities are boundless. 

This opportunity has so impressed ua that my wlfa 
nod 1 are now quite willing to consider continuing our relation¬ 
ship to thie work for un indefinite number of year* beyond 
the time wo had originally intended to stay here.

Dear Kirhy and Alma:- 

Your welcome letter reached us several weeks ago ard 
we appreciate the pictures of the kiddies. They look so 
well and happy and we hope that all' is well with each one 
of you. Times are troublous and there is not much stability 
of satisfaction in'circumstances or things around us but we 
can ever look up to the Lord and know that He remains and 
ever abideth faithful. Blessed be the Name of the Lord. 

The H. C. of L. is still on the jump and this winter will 
see real suffering and much perplexity all a round. The 
only remedy for the wrongs of earth iB the Coming of the 
Lord and we pray that He may come soon. 

T!r y salary was raised on the first of November to $275. 
a month and we are praising the Lord for it. I have more 
than made good and have all the work up in first-class 
shape. People generally are commenting on the difference 
and I was warned when I went there that it could not be 
done. The Lord can work wonders though. 

Yesterday as I was on my way home to lunch I was 
stopped and offered a position at $350. a month, either 
in St. Louis or Kansas City (most likely Kansas City), 
to take charge of an office for a big land company. 

I have asked for more particulars and ought to have enough 
information in ten days or two weeks to enable me to decide 
whether to accept it or not. I was told that I could 
start at $4,200. a year and soon work up to $5,000. if I 
make good and care to remain with it. We are not anxious 
to go or to remain in Houston but want only the Lord's 
will to be done . PRAY WITH US3 that the right move be made 
to His glory. We feel that the Lord's pleasure will be in¬ 
dicated in due time and that we shall know what to do. 

If we get together and decide to go, I shall probably be 
on the march northward around the first of the year. 

The class work is established here after so long a time 
and we dislike to think of giving it up but there are 
others now who can continue the teaching, should we go. 

We have been here this time 6£ years and really need a 
change of climate. This would place us closer to Mother 
and you, if we locate in Kansas City, and enable us to 
attend some of the Bible conferences in the middle west. 

The old Pord cost ue $542. and we used it almost 3 
years and just sold it for $475.; depreciation of some $2. 
a month, it surely is a good car yet. Norma's new Pord 
came day before yesterday and is the niftiest thing in

Houston. It cost a little over $800. with the extras 
on it. It is a Touring car hut we had a Limousette top 
put on it that makes it really like a Sedan, only it is 
not a closed car. The curtains roll up and down like 
window shades and are always ready,. no getting under hack 
seat to put them on or take them down and put away. In 
the wind and sunshine and rain, either of the 4 curtains 
may he lowered or raised in a second hy slight touch with¬ 
out stopping the car. It has electric lights and a real 
good starter, shock absorbers, seat covers, rubber peda' 
covers, exhaust deflector, sub-radius rods to strengthen, 
also running board brace, and we had a side door cut in 
front on the left side so I can get in and out without 
climbing over Norma: this cost some >.’25. extra but is moi e 
than worth it. The feature though is that we have no 
inner tubes and no air filled tires. We installed solid 
filler known as Pssenkay, at extra cost of f64.25 
four casings* Fo punctures, no “blow-outs, almost dounle 
the mileage from the tires, and when these casings are no 
good simply transfer the Essenkay to other casings and go 
right on. We used it 2 years in a Truck at the mill and 
I have confidence in it. I wish you could ride m this 
new car, it is a startling revelation of how nicely a 
■^ord may be fixed up. No punctures, no cranking, no 
curtain trouble or getting wet when caught in a rain 
no norther chilling your spine. We have a good laprobe 
and a steering wheel lock that defies a thief. lie Lord 
is so good to us and we have many, many, many things to 
be thankful for today. We praise Him for His goodness to us 
and desire to be used in spreading His truth to others. 

I suppose Mother has written you of Perry's condition. 

It is quite bad that they will have to move away just when 
it looked like things were going to be a little easier for 
Mother and Mr. Murry. 


The "Bible classes are doing well and we have 6 a week 
besides the private teaching and personal work. I baptized 
two ladies last Saturday and have several more for immersion 
this coming Sunday, if the Lord wills. We still have th 
Lord's Supper in our home each Sunday night. My latest 
class is at the Y.M.C.A., teaching the secretaries only. 

I gave them 5 lessons on Christian Stewardship and how to 
attain to it and now am on a series against Christian 
Science. I take a chapter or two each week of the book 
"Science & Health" and expose the errors and supply the true 
Pible position. This class is 8:30 each Thursday morning. 
Things are real lively and I have supplemental work each 
week and hard Hible questions for them to look up. 

Some friends from, the country brought us a "big fat 
goose, sweet potatoes, pecans, jelly, etc. so we have a 
real Thanskgiving dinner for today. I have a holiday too.

Dear old Kirby, 

It’s a long time between drinks,old camel,but here goes at 
last. I’m sitting in Pete Weigel’s sitting room. We have just fin¬ 
ished Chinese chow,which we have for tiffin every day. It is cold.’ 

Pete is living in the old university compound just across from the 
big,new recitation hall,and onl# six minutes walk to the language sch¬ 
ool. 

We landed on Sept.20th,after a wet, cold trip. I had three 
days in Japan^enroute, and was able to call on a Japaness class-mate, 
who is now pastor of a church in Kyoto. It was a fine experience. 

Two days in Shanghai at the 'eavenly ' ome and then up to Hwai Yuen 
for- 5 days before Language school started. Since then I've been 
at it from 8.30 A,M. to 4 P.M. six days a week. It is not as bad as 
I feared. The school is a marvelous place. Prom what live heard of 
the Peking school,I would not change. They have the prestige but 
lack the spirit that exists here. 

The biggest thing that has hit me here is a group of men 
who meet here every raonday evening for prayercand absolutely free 
exchange of experience and problems. Keen,dean of the Lang. Sch. , 

Oill and John Hagee.the two Episcopalians,Hoys of the University 
faculty are the stand-bys and others are occasional. It is an indir¬ 
ect fruit of Prank's work and has been a miracle working power in the 
lives of all of thes«men. Keen has been in China 17 years but was 
never winning men until last spring. Gill was in a pretty bad way 
and on the point of giving up. How both are working as never before, 
keen is working among the business and Cus|5mes men down town and 
getting results. This group certainly was what I needed,for,Kirby, 

I was in a mighty bad way when I came out here. I've had a mighty 
poor two years since returning from Europe. You know that. Old sins 
came back at me with a power I've never known before and I wasn't 
facing up to them. I just thank God for this group and the fact that 
they made me face up to the sin in my life and get straight at the 
very outset of my career here in China. Since then I've"come to see 
how common the same thing is here among missionaries, 

the 

On the whole^mission work I have seen so far has not 
been very encouraging. How can it be when there are men like myself 
shoved out into it. The comfort andjaloofness in which mar^y missionaries 
live in a city like Hanking is very discouraging to the Chinese pastors 
and returned Christian students who had the needs an their hearts. 

This big educational enterprise does not impress me tremendously unless 
vre can make good with these men in bringing them into the Christian 
experience. However, I've seen very little as yet. The appauling 
thing to me is the lack of emphasis and men in evangelistic work. Some 

of these big cities have practically no one giving their full time 
to it. 










Kirby X hate the thought of your "being drawn off from evangelistic 
work to "become a 6ollege professor. You have had the vision of it 
and have"tasted blood". Where a thousand men see the need to teach 
only one has God's call to preach,and I believe you arc one of them, 

X know that my interest in student work 1ms w&xpsd my vision ox the 
value of souls in God's sight. The student work has a tremendous appeal 
because it seems to ue for those who will lead,and so it is. But you 
know all this. I'm just thinking out loud. 

Thanks for yours of Oct.13th about Harold's release. 1 must write 
him soon. I am wondering whether he went to Amherst and how he is 
getting on. I know he has had a hard time where-ever he went. 

I guess I have queered myself with the Peking crowd oy the way 
I let them hang fire for so long a time. They oan't make out why I 
turned it down'and I can't very well tell them. Sid Gamble spent a 
week-end here and Hitter has also been with us. Burgess passed^ through 
one evenin'?. Sid is now on his way home. with his survey of Peking in 
manuscript to have it published. Ritter is to be in Siberia with the 
Chinese army for three more months. His desolution of affairs there 
is terrific. Kolchak bas no authority over his own oossaolc generals 
who are absolute despot* in their own arftas. The Japs have 7 times 
as many troops in there as the treaty allows them and they seem to he 
playing a double game. Everybody distrusts everybody else. 

oar vis is taking this term in one of the country stations to stiidy 

the language. I have only met him once. He asked me if you were still 

cracked. I said yes. He doesn't seemed to he weighed down with 

religion, does he? 

Pete and his little fa,mily are probably going home this June for 
two years. He wants to study at Princeton Seminary. 

The latest developments in my plans are that I will not return 
next summer but that Edith will oorae out in the springfmd we will be 
married here some time in May. I was not here long before I realized

So you see the old world 
ao move. Edith has had a hard fall as both here fa ther and mother 
hove been siok ana she has had all the house work and nursing to do. 

Ghe started to take a 3 months nursing course in the Pomona hospital 

but was called home to care for here mother. She certainly is a 
briolc the way she has faced this whole business. 

Ilartho is teaching at tho Agnes Soott college,Deoatur, Ga. and 
likes it. Her fiance is now on his way or/already in India. Have you 
met Donald Jinston at Columbia this winter? If not look him up as 
I think you will have much in common and you oan help him. 

Yesterday we had three guest, for'tiffin,a Chinese, a Korean and 
an American. The Chinese is an opium smoker who is down and out,a 
former language school teacher and an able man. Pete had a long 
interview with him after lunch and had him on his knees before he left, 

He is not a Christianand is pretty far gone. He is hanging on to 

I Cor.10:13. Pete conducted that long and delicate interview in 
Chinese,a thing that mighty few missionaries can do. Tie idea that 
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you can't do anything until you have been here for years is false and is 
a cloak behind which we hid our laok of manhood. Pete has done more 
real soul winning than some men ever do out here in years of service. 

I wish I had time to write you of the recent student demonstration 
here in Hanking,the Korean movement,of which we get some side lights 
and the Japanese situation. The September issue of the^Asia' 1 magazine 
has the best material on the Shantung matter I've yet seen. From this 
end there is not the slightest sign of any fundimental ohaa.ge in Japan's 
policy in Korea and Ohina and I don't look for any. This situation 
completely staggers my thought. I can concieve of nothing more futile 
or disasterous to China than for America to go to war with Japan on be¬ 
half of Ghina. We are watched out here by the Japanese as the* say that 
we stir up all the trouble. - • &

$25,640 to save babies. Hogs won out big over babies. How¬ 
ever, the House in Committee of the whole refused to be "as 
economical as the Committee on appropriation and increased 
the amount to $139,000. Babies at least will be on a par with 
hogs after this. 

In commenting on the above facts the Evening Telegram of 
Portland, Ore., said: 

“It would be a most natural supposition that, given the case 
of conserving hogs and babies, the babies would have the best 
of it. It is a curious and almost unbelievable fact that Con¬ 
gress has recently dealt with just that situation and the hogs 
were given the best of it.” 

But that was before the Great War. Out of the great dark¬ 
ness of those war days we have emerged into a great light. As 
in that light we are discerning the sacredness of human life, 


that if life is held in contempt, liberty is denied and happiness 
lost. 

The question of Jesus, “How much then is a man of more 
value than a sheep?” is demanding an answer in the light of 
the knowledge we have gained from the war. We cannot for¬ 
get the ruthless slaughter of helpless old people, women and 
children, and the ten million soldiers that had to be sacrificed 
to the greed and ambition of kings. The nation will never 
again treat lightly any question involving human life. It 
will say in ringing tones that life must not be repressed but 
must have normal free expression. The church will take on 
an ever increasing task of service in giving the sick a chance 
to get well, the orphan child a chance to live its best life and 
the dependent aged a chance to walk the “westering” slope of 
life in peace and comfort. 


The Disciples of Christ and the City 

By KIRBY PAGE 


T HE city has always dominated civilization. It always 
will. The city of tomorrow will have a vastly greater 
influence than even the city of today. 

In the United States there has been a steady increase in the 
ratio of urban population, as compared with the rural. Today 
almost half of the people in the United States live in cities, 
thirty-two per cent live in cities of more than 30,000, twenty- 
three per cent live in cities of more than 100,000 each. 

During the decade from 1900 to 1910 the increase in urban 
population was thirty-five per cent, as compared with an in¬ 
crease of 11 per cent in rural population. There are many 
indications that this ratio of increase will be exceeded in the 
coming decades. It is not too much to believe that the phe¬ 
nomenal growth of Chicago, St. Louis, Detroit, Los Angeles 
and other cities will be duplicated many fold in this century. 

It is a reasonable certainty that before the end of this cen¬ 
tury there will be more than 25 cities in the United States 
with over a million inhabitants each, and more than 200 cities 
with a population of over 100,000 each. 

As goes the city, so goes the nation. This is becoming in¬ 
creasingly true. In finance, in commerce, in industry, in 
science, in education, in art, and in many other realms of life., 
the city is becoming increasingly dominant 

What are the Disciples of Christ doing in response to such 
a challenge? Here is a body of Christian people, a million 
and a half strong, ranking fifth in numerical strength, with a 
message and mission not excelled by any other religious body, 
strong in leadership and rich in worldly goods. What are 
the Disciples of Christ doing in the great cities of the United 
States? 

The figures are that only one person out of every 200 in the 
64 large cities of the country is a Disciple, while in 40 of these 
cities only one person out of every 700 is a Disciple. If this 
latter proportion were true of the entire country it would mean 
that there would be only seven or eight Disciples in a city ol 
5,000, or 4-5 or 50 Disciples in a county of 80,000. 

Tliere are 13 cities in the United States with a population of 
more than half a million each, with a total population of 
18,313.420. In these 13 cities the total membership of the 
Disciples is about 38,000. That is, while about twelve per 
cent of the total population of the United States reside in these 
13 cities, only a little more than two per cent of the million 


and a half Disciples in the United States are found in these 
13 cities. 

There are 12 cities in the United States with a population of 
from 300,000 to 500,000 each, with a total population of 
4,616,000. In these 12 cities the total membership of the Dis¬ 
ciples is 25,800. 

There are 9 cities in the United States with a population 
of from 200,000 to 300,000 each, with a total population of 
2,182,000, while the total membership of the Disciples in 
these cities is 24,200r 

There are 33 cities in- the United States with a population 
of from 100,000 to 200,000, with a total population of 4,373,- 
000, while the total membership of the Disciples in these 33 
cities is 34,200. 

Thus there are 64 cities in the United States with a popu¬ 
lation of more than 100,000 each, with a total population of 
25,000,000. In these 64 cities the total membership of the 
Disciples is about 120,000. Thus while twenty-three per cent 
of the entire population of the United States live in cities of 
more than 100,000, only eight per cent of the total membership 
of the Disciples live in these cities. 

In only one city of the United States do the Disciples have 
a total membership of more than 11,000. In only 6 other 
cities is their total membership more than 5,000. 

In one city of more than 400,000, in one city of more than 
300,000, in one city of more than 250,000, in ten cities of more 
than 100,000, the Disciples do not have a single church. The 
total population of these thirteen cities in which there is not 
a single Disciples 7 church is 2,207,000. 

In one city of more than three-quarters of a million, in two 
cities of more than 440,000, in three cities of more than 
240,000, in five cities of more than 100,000, the membership 
of the Disciples is less Than 500 in each city. The total popu¬ 
lation of these eleven cities is 3,195,000, while the total mem¬ 
bership of the Disciples is 2,950. 

In sixteen other cities of more than 100,000 each the mem¬ 
bership of the Disciples is less than 2,000 each. The total 
population of these sixteen cities is 8,840,000, while the total 
membership of the Disciples is 17,652. 

Thus in forty of the sixty-four cities with more than 100,000 
the Disciples have a membership of less than 2,000 in each 
city. The total population of these forty cities is 14,727,000,

An outstanding feature of the survey is the rapid growth 
of cities since 1910, much greater than during the 1900-1910 
period. The industrial expansion, so marked in nearly every 
city, has attracted larger numbers than ever before from rural 
communities. The “war industries" alone brought thousands 
from country to city. 


while the total membership of the Disciples in these cities is 
20,600. Thus while thirteen and three-tenths per cent of the 
total population of the United States live in these forty cities, 
only one and three-tenths of the total membership of the Dis¬ 
ciples in the United States reside therein. 

That the Disciples of Christ are incomparably stronger in 
towns and small cities than in the great cities of the country 
may easily be seen from the following contrasts: 

There is a city of 9,000 inhabitants in Ohio in which the 
Disciples have more members than in Greater New York City, 
with its more than six millions. 

There is a county of 68,000 inhabitants in Illinois that has 
a greater number of Disciples than the neighboring city of 
Chicago, with its more than three millions. 

There is a city of 8,900 inhabitants in Kentucky in which 
the Disciples have a greater membership than in Philadelphia, 
with its nearly two millions. 

There is a county in Indiana with a population of 20,400 
in which there are eight times as many Disciples as in the city 
of San Francisco, with its 555,882 inhabitants. 

There is a county in Ohio with a population of 12,800 in 
which the membership of the Disciples is greater than in 
Boston, * New Orleans, Minneapolis, Rochester and St. Paul 
combined, with their more than two millions. 

There is a county in Missouri with a population of 30,000 
in which there are twice as many Disciples as in the cities of 
Birmingham, Worcester, Bridgeport, Springfield and Salt Lake 
City combined, with their population of 708,000. 

The membership of a single Disciples’ church in an Ohio 
city of 70,000 is larger than the total membership of the Dis¬ 
ciples in any one of 53 cities with a population of more than 
100,000 each. 

The failure of the Disciples is further shown if we consider 
the cities that are receiving the vast proportion of the immi¬ 
grant population. The contribution of the Disciples toward 
the solving of the immigrant problem has been negligible. 


There are 12 cities in the United States that have a foreign- 
born population of more than 100,000 each. In these 12 cities 
the total of foreign-born and children of foreign-born is about 
9,400,000. In these 12 cities the total membership of the 
Disciples is about 29,000. 

There are 13 other cities in the United States that have a 
population of foreign-born and children of foreign-born of 
more than 100,000 each, with a total for the 13 cities of about 
1,900,000 foreign-born and children of foreign-born. The 
total membership of the Disciples in these 13 cities is about 
19,000. 

Thus there are 25 cities in the United States, each having 
a population of foreign-born and children of foreign-born of 
more than 100,000. The total number of foreign-born and 
children of foreign-born in these 25 cities is about 11,300,000, 
while the total membership of the Disciples in these 25 cities 
is about 48,000 (one out of every 235), and of these only an 
exceedingly small fraction comes from the immigrant groups. 

The Disciples must invest millions in the city where they 
have heretofore invested hundreds or thousands. The time has 
come when the large cities must be looked upon as the mission 
field as much as any foreign land. The small, struggling 
groups of Disciples in many of the great cities must be given 
outside assistance in their task of seeking to evangelize and 
Christianize their communities. 

It takes very much more money to operate a church in a 
large city than in a small one. Land is much more expensive, 
rents are much higher, operating expenses are heavier. It is 
no longer sufficient (if ever it was) to erect a small frame 
structure in some corner of a great city and expect a little 
handful of members to struggle along until they are able to 
finance the erection of a better building. 

Millions of dollars must be expended in erecting substantial 
and well equipped buildings, with adequate provisions for 
worship, religious education, recreation and all around com¬ 
munity service. Such buildings cost money. They are worth 
it and are an incomparably better investment for the Kingdom.

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Within the next decade the Disciples of Christ should, after 
having carefully surveyed the various cities of the country, 
expend several million dollars in erecting adequate community 
church buildings in well selected spots in all of the large cities 
of the country. 

Greater than the need for more and better buildings is the 
demand for more men, deeply consecrated and well trained, 
who will devote their lives to the work of building up the 
kingdom in the great cities of the country. In many respects 


this city work is more difficult, less inviting and often produces 
less visible results than work in smaller places. 

The supreme task before the people of the United States 
today is the Americanizing and, above all, the Christianizing 
of the great cities of the country. This is a missionary task 
of the first magnitude. It requires every dollar and every 
ounce of energy at the disposal of all the religious bodies 
combined. It calls for consecrated leadership and prayer of 
the intensest sort. 


The Healing of India

M EDICAL work has been carried on in the Damoh District 
by the Mission for twenty-three years. Among the activ¬ 
ities of the medical force has been visits to villages near 
enough to Damoh City to be reached by horse or ox cart after 
a morning’s work in the dispensary. Villages from five to ten 
miles away can be visited and several hours of good work done 
in an afternoon. During the past years a number of villages 
have been so visited, some irregularly and some every week 
during the camping season. 

At Bansa, a town seven miles from Damoh, there is held a 
weekly bazar to which come the people—men, women and. 
children—of a dozen villages to 
sell their grain, trade cattle, 
goats and horses, arrange mar¬ 
riages for their sons and daugh¬ 
ters, buy necessary supplies 
from the merchants who have 
come on little knock-kneed po¬ 
nies from Damoh or other large 
centers. 

This kind of a bazar is held 
in many places all over the dis¬ 
trict, each one of them a splen¬ 
did place to reach the people for 
both the preaching and medi¬ 
cines. At Bansa a crowd of six 
hundred people gather every 
Wednesday and it has been our 
custom to visit this bazar for 
many years. After the morning’s 
work at the dispensary and hos¬ 
pital is over, the doctor and her 
assistants start to Bansa at about 
1 p. m. 

After being at home this last 
time on furlough, I wondered 
how I could stand it to ride out 
there, and to other villages for 
work, in an ox cart or horse 
tonga—such a waste of time and 
so tiring physically. But when 
I got back and realized that all 
our work is done at an ox cart 
rate, I felt less personally 
grieved but more anxious than 
ever over the waste in every one 
of our mission stations. 

The equipment consists of one 


doctor with any other missionary who can be persuaded to go 
along; one Indian woman assistant and, much of the time, 
two men evangelists (Indian) ; a small tent which is pitched 
in the midst of the open square in the village where the bazar 
is being held; a baby organ or concertina when we can beg or 
borrow one or any thing else that will make a noise to attract 
people’s attention; the large Sunday school pictures which you 
send us from time to time, we paste them on cloth, but they 
wear out in the course of years; a box of books and tracts 
which sell splendidly and a box of medicines. 

The making up of this box is an art—at first I took such a 

lot of things one couldn’t possi¬ 
bly use along the roadside like 
that! Then some days the tooth 
forceps get left behind and some 
poor woman, who would have 
had her tooth drawn, hears all 
sorts of terrible things before 
the next bazar and goes on with 
a loose tooth for years. One 
day, just at the last minute 
“some one” took the lancet out 
and a poor man with a guinea 
worm came to have it operated 
upon. He came on into Damoh, 
but it must have been a very 
painful trip. 

We have the tickets printed 
at the press in Jubbulpore. 
The text on one reads: Ci Kynki 
hhwar ne jagat ko aisa pyar 
kiya ki us ne apna aklouta putra 
diya ki jo koi us par bishwas 
kare so nash na hoy parantu 
ariant jiwan pawe .” Our mes¬ 
sage to the non-Christian world. 

On the ticket is recorded the 
yearly number of the patient and 
for it she pays from one-half 
cent up! Only if she- is too poor 
to have even pewter bracelets, 
we call-her poor and give her 
the medicine free. The half cent 
fee makes the medicine worth 
something and the patient will 
not take it and throw it away. 
Of course, rich people pay for 
what they get just as they do at
